American Trucking Group 
Requests Parity in Rates 


By WILLIAM ULLMAN 


Washington, Jan. 16.—The| 
trucking industry this week 
launched an attack upon the 
forces inimical to its well-being 
and progress. The attack took 
the dual form of a request that 
the industry be allowed to work 
out its own destiny under its 
pending code of fair competition 
and for enactment by Congress of 
legislative restraints upon the de- 
structive competitive practices of 
the railroads. 

The industry’s new position was 
set forth in a memorial by the 
American Trucking Assns., Inc., 
which was sent to members of 
the Senate and House committees | 
on interstate commerce, Joseph , 
B. Eastman, federal co-ordinator | 
of transportation, and General 


Hugh S. Johnson, National Re- 
covery Administrator. 

The memorial contends that the 
pending code of the industry now 
before the NRA provides assur- 
ance of stabilization and self-gov- 
ernment within the industry. 

Questioning that adequate in- 
formation upon which to base 
truck transport legislation has 
been obtained in the six-months 
survey by the federal co-ordinator 
of transportation, the industry 
contends that such data will be 
obtained once its NRA code, re- 
quiring such data from every op- 
erator, goes into effect. 

“The code will reach into every 
hamlet in the nation, giving con- 
trol to local divisional groups

A Tax Revolution 


woe from the Chicago front 
today indicates that the 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana is 
considering the wisdom of clos- 
ing a number of its service sta- 
tions in the state of Indiana as a 
consequence of the new chain 
store tax in that state which 
makes it impossible, according to 
the company, to profitably carry 
on business. This is not the first 
case of this kind that we have 
heard of in the past few years. 
It may be true that there are 
too many gasoline stations in the 
state and for that reason the 
earning power of each is so low 
that none can afford to meet the 
additional burden of tax and con- 
tinue to operate at profit. But 
that seems beside the point. The 
point, as we see it, is that each 
additional gasoline station is an 
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additional convenience to _ the 
owners and operators of cars in 
the state and each station, of 
course, supplies work for one or 
more attendants at least during 
the day time. 


We cannot help but feel that 
a tax of any description which 
forces business men out of busi- 
ness or forces them to curtail 
their efforts to increase their 
service to their customers, and 
which deprives employes of their 
employment, is a bad tax. One 
thing state governments still have 
to learn, which the federal gov- 
ernment seems to appreciate 
rather thoroughly, is that govern- 
ments are supported by the peo- 
ple and if the state takes away 
the earning power of its people 
its support is automatically ended. 
Greater co-operation is needed be- 
tween the government and busi- 
ness to the end that business may 
flourish and carry the government 
to greater heights by the sheer 
momentum of its own prosperity. 
Stifling taxes are bad taxes which 
in the end will stifle the taxer as 
well as the taxed.

Which leads Lashar to observe 
that “I believe you will agree with 
me that the result of less non-skid 
effect in tire tread designs means 
an increase in the use of anti- 
skid chains when streets and 
roads are the least bit slippery.

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State Registrations 


Show 10% Increase 


Madison, Jan. 15.—For the first 
time in several years, automobile 
and truck registrations for a com- 
plete year have shown an increase 
over the previous year’s totals in 
Wisconsin. Registrations of new 
passenger cars in the state were 
10 per cent greater in 1933 than in 
1932, with 28,407 new cars regis-

Most of 
these cut rates are non-compen- 
satory; the railroads cannot con- 
tinue them in effect for any 
length of time without drawing 
on the Federal treasury for addi- 
tional loans. There can be only 
one purpose behind this program 
of ‘chiseling’ and that is to drive 
truck operators out of business.”

Flint, Jan. 16.—In a statement 
issued here today, W. F. Huf- 
stader, vice-president and general 
sales manager of the Buich Motor 
Co., said that sales made during 
the recent New York Show to- 
taled 260 units.

Victor W. Klein, Detroit at- 
torney, presented the code, which 
was submitted by the Trailer 
Mfrs. Assn., representing 32 of the 
45 known trailer makers and 80 
per cent of the volume. 


Pay Rolls Decline 

New York, Jan. 15.—Factory em- 
ployment and pay rolls declined 
in the 30-day period ending in 
mid-December, Industrial Com- 
missioner Elmer F. Andrews re- 
ported. Employment receded 1.7 
per cent from the previous report’s 
total, while pay rolls dropped one 
per cent. 

Andrews pointed out, however, 
that the mid-December report re- 
vealed an increase of 15.9 per cent, 
in employment and 20.4 per cent in 
pay rolls over the report at the 
same time a year ago.

$414,912.22, after all charges, for

nual meeting. 

This profit is equivalent to earn- 
ings of $2.67 a share on the com- 
pany’s common stock, after pro- 
vision has been made for the reg- 
ular annual dividend payments of 
$6 a share on the preferred stock. 
During the previous year, the net 
earnings on the common stock 
has been 15 cents a share. 

The company closed the year 
with $1,144,830.80 in cash in banks 
and on hand and without any in- 
debtedness of any kind in the 
form of bonds, notes, or bank ob- 
ligations, Mr. O’Neil reported. 
The company’s cash position was 
improved during the year to the 
extent of $835,809.43. 

Net profit for the year, after all 
charges, was more than double 
that of 1932, when net earnings

Proposed Law Seeks 
To Control N. J. Trucks 


Trenton, Jan. 15.—The motor 
trucking business in New Jersey 
would be placed under the com- 
plete control of the State Board 
of Public Utility Commissioners 
by the terms of a bill now before 
the 1934 Legislature. 

The author, Senator Albert S. 
Woodruff of Camden, also offered 
a companion measure to reduce 
the maximum load, the maximum 
weight and the over-all length of 
motor van trailers, declaring them 
“a menace to safety and an un- 
due cost” in the maintenance of 
highways. Private trucks, such as 
store delivery vehicles, would not 
come under the jurisdiction of the 
public utility commission, which 
would set rates and make what- 
ever rules and regulations it 
deemed necessary to carry out the 
intent of the act. 


U. S. Public Road Bureau 


Awards 5,337 Projects 
Washington, Jan. 16.—The U. S. 
Bureau of Public Roads reports 
further progress on emergency 
construction of public works high- 
ways to Jan. 13. A total of 5,337 
projects, estimated to cost $276,- 
197,000, had been advertised for 
contract or begun by day labor 
employed directly by the high- 
way authorities. The cost of the 
day labor projects included in 
this figure is estimated at $20,- 
207,000. 

Of the 4,587 projects awarded 
for construction, 2,865 were under 
construction on Jan. 13, and 500 
were completed. The work under 
construction, estimated to cost 
$166,576,000, was giving regular 
employment to 130,045 men. 

In the entire country, work ad- 
vertised for contract or started 
by day labor employed directly by 
the highway authorities involved 
64.4 per cent. of the $400,000,000 
provided for public works high- 
ways under the NRA. 


Upheld by Court 

Milwaukee, Jan. 16.—An attempt 
by Manning Silverman, local 
theatre operator, to prevent the 
automobile show from raffling 
cars was unsuccessful when Cir- 
cuit Judge Walter Schinz refused 
Jan. 13 to grant Silverman a 
temporary injunction and dis- 
solved a restraining order to pre- 
vent the raffling of automobiles 
during the show. 





December Total 
Of Crude Rubber 
Is 29,000 Tons 


New York, Jan. 16.—Consump- 
tion of crude rubber by manufac- 
turers in the United States for 
December amounted to 29,087 
long tons, which compares with 
29,162 long tons for November 
this year. This shows practically 
no change as compared with No- 
vember but was 61.5 per cent over 
December a year ago, according 
to statistics released by the Rub- 
ber Manufacturers Association. 
Consumption for December, 1932, 
was reported to be 18,015 long 
tons. Consumption for twelve 
months 1933 amounted to 405,689 
long tons as compared with 332,- 
000 long tons for same period 
1932. 

This organization reports im- 
ports of crude rubber for Decem- 
ber to be 42,099 long tons, a de- 
crease of less than one per cent, 
under November but was 47.4 per 
cent above December, 1932. 

They estimate total domestic 
stocks of crude rubber on hand 
Dec. 31, at 364,541 long tons, 
which compares with Nov. 30 
stocks of 353,852 long tons. De- 
cember stocks show an increase 
of three per cent as compared 
with November of this year, but 
were 3.8 per cent below stocks of 
Dec. 31, 1932. 

The participants in the statis- 
tical compilation report 55,606 
long tons of crude rubber afloat 
for the United States ports on 
Dec. 31, compared with 57,140 long 
tons afloat on Nov. 30, this year, 
and 38,360 long tons afloat on Dec. 
31, 1932. 

December reclaimed rubber 
consumption is estimated to be 
5,951 long tons, production 9,539 
long tons, stocks on hand Dee. 31, 
20,746 long tons.

Chicago, Jan. 16.—Distributors 
and factory district offices are 
stressing greater strength in their 
dealer organizations as one means 
of preparing for the official 
launching of the 1934 selling sea- 
son during the automobile show 
here, starting Jan. 27.
